Coa] prices threaten to take another 
jump and in one or two places they 
[have been advanced 25 cents a ton, 
‘to $4.75; and other dealers speak of 
/$5 a ton as a possibility within the 
‘next 48 hours. 

The Mays Coal Co., the Edmonton 
Coal Co., the City Coal Co., and the 
American Coal Co. are still delivering 
coal at $4.50, and the price of coal 
on the market today is $4.50, with 
plenty offering, but the Universel 
quotes coal at $4.75 and one or two 
others are doing the same thing. 

Coa] dealers claim that they are get- 
ting $5 a ton for coal on tie track, 
cash on delivery, and that by selling
